List Recently Approved by 


the School Board is 


Given Out. 


DIRECTORS OPPOS? PUBLICITY 


Whether tho salaries paid to teach- 


ers In tho Connellsvillo public schools 
should bo given out for publication 
was tho subject of debate In tho school 
board, but the matter 
waa finally 


passed on to tho newspapera together 
with the responsibility. 


It was claimed on the part of the 


school board that tho teachers do not 
desire the publicity; that salaries of 
individuals employed by private con- 
cerns aro not published; that making 
the list public subjects the directors 
to more or loss annoyance on tho part 
of teachers and their friends who think 
they have grlovancoa; that, serving1 
as they do without compensation, di- 
rectors should not be subject to such 
annoyances; and, finally, and most MJ- 
rlouaty. that tho publication will sub- 
ject the board to unfair am1 unjust 
criticism on tho part of those not fa- 
miliar with the clrcumfltancerf, who 
win assume that bece.uso one teacher 
is paid moro than another jfor work 
In tho fiamo grade there has been, dis- 
crimination. 


There are many reasons, the 'di- 


rector* explain, why one lencher re- 
ceives more than another for wor*c in 
the same grade. Some teachers have 
had the benefit of lon^ experience: 
othrs who have been teaching Just as 
long," or longer, do not expend consld 
era bio money every vacation In tak 
ins special courses to Improve their 
work. Some teachers have had experi- 
ences In colleges and normal schoolft. 
and are therefore hotter equipped to 
teach than some who hare not. 
The fact that the dlroc-tors serve 


without compensation should entitle 
thorn to protection from unjust criti- 
cism, and the newspapers should "'ha 
tholr natural defenders. The Courier 
appreciates Its po«ltion In this mat- 
ter. Ono of the prime consideration 
niovlnK Us decision has been tho pro 
toctlon of the directors from unjust 
criticism. "Whatever of weight there 
may be In tho arguments against the 
publication of this information, there 
so cms to he much weightier argument!* 
on the othfr nld», and first among 
these Is thu fact that failure to pub- 
U»h the list now vrltl conform In tho 
mlmlu of mar y thu half-formed sus- 
picion that Home of tho directors huvo 
li«on "playing favorites."

To test the new tungsten system of 


street lighting: and compare it with.

"samples" in both the business and 
residence districts of the city.

company's 
methods. 
' He 
favored 


making up a fund to" have the Cham- 
ber of ConVmerce take the matter up 
with the Public Service Commission. 
Robert Norris asked council 
to 
do 


something; to prevent the meter rates 
from going into effect. 


"X don't see why they make me put 


In a meter for a block of five houses 
when another fellow who has ftvt1 sep- 
arate houses is not affected. I don't 
complain about putting in the meter 
so much as the unfairness of the ar- 
rangement, and the company's meth- 
ods," 


"We pick out good-sized houses," 


said Superintendent Little. "They are 
usually large residences where 
the 


consumption is greatest." 


"Yes, but what difference does tha 


size of a house make?" demanded Mr. 
Norris, "It's the number of 
spigots 


and bathrooms that should 
count. 


The largest houses do not 
consume 


the greatest amount of water." 


Mr. Norris told of the company's 


method in installing a meter in his 
house. He said it was done while he 
was out. otherwise it would 
never 


have gone in. 


"Don't you ask permission to put 


In a meter?" asked Mr. Wright. 


"Most all of the people have writ- 


ten notices served on them," Little 
explained, 
"We have taken the po- 


sition that so long as a consumer may 
elect to have a meter installed at his 
own expense, the rul« mny work thn 
other way and we may elect to install 
a meter in a man's house without hia 
permission. 


"Don't you know that your men are 


open to arrest when they sneak into 
a. man's house and put in a meter?" 
asked Solicitor Higbee 
"Why 
can't 


a policeman arrest you as as trespas- 
ser?" 


"Our men are not 
instructed 
to 


enter houses secretly," responded Mr. 
Little.
